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Elaphe carinata (Ginther, 1864) is a large and fairly common snake with a wide 
distributional range from southwestern Japan, China and Taiwan, to northern 
Indo-China. It feeds on various vertebrates and is an important predator. 

A change of name to E. phyllophis (Boulenger, 1891) would cause serious 
disruption in a number of scientific fields. | therefore support the proposal by Smith, 
Ota & Wallach to conserve the name E. carinata (Gunther).
